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Continuation of 5. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: In response to applicant's arguments against the 
references individually, one cannot show nonobviousness by attacking references individually where the rejections are based on 
combinations of references. See In re Keller, 642 F.2d 413, 208 USPQ 871 (CCPA 1981); In re Merck & Co., 800 F.2d 1091. 231 USPQ 
375 (Fed. Cir. 1986). 

Wada et al. (5,746,729) disclose all aspects of the claimed invention but remains silent as to the size of the apertures which are present 
in the topsheet to aid the flow of liquid through the topsheet. Thompson (3,929,135) teaches that apertures having a size of at least 0.2 
mm2 provide superior flow of liquid through the topsheet of an article, while not being so large as to allow liquid to flow back through the 
topsheet. The materials disclosed by Thompson are not relevent in the teaching, as Thompson is relied upon only for the teaching of the 
size of the apertures. Therefore, Wada as modified by Thompson fulfill the claimed limitations, and the rejection is proper . 
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
